Hawaii 

Kalakaua 'Elected liinjr. 

TLo steamer Mikado brings news from 
the Hawaiian Islands to March 8th. 

On February 12th, Prince David Kal- 
akaua was electa! sovereign of this King- 
dom by the Legislative Assembly, having 
received 30 votes out of a total of -15 mem- 
bers, the remaining 6 being cast for Queen 
Emma. 

Soon after tlio result had been declared 
by the President of tho Assembly, a riot- 
ous mob made an attack unon the Court 
Houso. 

In tho unprepared condition of the 
Government, it was deemed prudent to 
call for assistance from the ships of war 
of tho United States ami Great Britain 
thou, in port, to put down the mob and 
maintain order. 

Accordingly, seaiuon and marines of the 
United States' ships Tuscarora, and Forts- 
mouth, arid also from Her Britannic Ma- 
jesty's ship Tenedos, were immediately 
detached and sent ashore, in order to pro- 
tect tho lives and properties of peaceful 
citizens and residents. 

On the 19th of Febrnary, or about a 
week after, the respective Consuls were 
informed that such arrangements had 
been made for tho preservation of order 
as would allow of tlio withdrawal, after 
daylight of the succeeding morning, of 
the troops which were lauded ou tho 12th 
instant. 

In tendering the thanks of tho Hawai- 
ian government to the respective Consuls, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, W. L. 
Green, remarked: "The events of tho 12th 
of February, unfortunate as they may 
have been, served to exhibit tho feelings 
of friendship which existed between tho 
two countries, and tho certainty with 
which this Government may rely in cases 
of emergency upon tho cordial and c , inin- 
to res tod co-operation "f tho representa- 
tives of the United States, as well as 
those of Her Britannic Majesty," 

There was no French vessel in port ou 
the occasion. Had there been, it was un- 
derstood the commander would have co- 
operated with tho other foreign national- 
ities. 

The inauguration of tho new King took 
placo ou Friday, 13th February, at Kinau 
Halo. 

The Commercial Advertiser says of the 
Cabinet: 

"Tho first fflance at its personnel must 
have satisfied all that the new Govern- 
ment means work. It embraces men of 
tried experience and first-class ability — 
men with whom the people have no right 
to bo unsatisfied so long as they remain 
faithful and true exponents of the royal 
will and popular voice, for wo presume 
that these are, as they ought to bo, one. 

"Governor P. Nahaolelua, who has 
been selected as Minister of Finance, is 
ono of the oldest and most influential 
native noblesnow living. 

"William L. Green, who tills tho post 
of Minister of Foreign Affairs, is an Eng- 
lishman, 

"Tho appointment of Judge Hartwoll 
to bo Attorney-General, hns caused great- 
er surprise than perhaps any other that 
has boon made, His six years 1 residence 
hns fitted him for almost any position in 
tho Government, add to which the expe- 
rience obtained from several years' ser- 
vice in tho lato civil was in the United 
States, during which ho rose from I he 
rank of a potty officer to that of Brigadier 
General, woll qualifies him for executive 
service. " 

Prince William Pitt Leleiohoku has 
been named as the heir apparent and suc- 
cessor to the now King. Ho is own bro- 
ther to tho King, and was bom January 
10, lSGD, tho day of tho funeral of Kame- 
ham'oha III, and is therefore now in his 
twentieth year. Ho in quite proficient in 
tho French language, and possessed of 
floot] BUlioftl (slant.

British 'Columbia's first 
Itoyai Commission- 

Chief Justice Begbio, and by Justi- 
oos Crease and Gray, yesterday convened, 
at the Court-houso tho first Itoyai Com-' 
mission in British Columbia for tho pur- 
pose of hearing evidence in the matter 
of the Taxada Island Iron deposits, 
•which, it had been alleged, wore illegally 
pre empted by a number of persons, 
(amongst -whom wore one or more Cabin- 
et Ministers) in tho summer of last year. 
The Commission was appointed by auth- 
ority of a resolution moved in the House 
by the Attorney-General under a suspen- 
sion of Standing Orders, and based upon 
a motion offered by tho Member for Na- 
nairno to tho effect, that certain statements 
having appeared in tho public newspapers 
connecting tho names of members of tho 
late Government and of tho present Gov- 
ernment with proceedings of a question- 
able character in relation to Taxada Is- 
land, that tho Lieut. -Governor bo asked 
to issue a Royal Commission with power 
to enquire into tho whole matter. 

Tha resolution as passed on motion of 
tho Attorney-General, is as follows: 

"Whereas the hon. the member for Na- 
naim'o hits stated, in his place in this 
House, that he was credibly informed 
that prominent members of tho lato and 
present Governments were in a ring to ac- 
quire possession of Taxada Island, in a 
manner prejudicial to the interests of the 
public; that a respoclful Address be pre- 
sented to His Honor the Lieut. -Governor 
praying that ho Will cause a Royal Com- 
mission bo appointed, with full power to 
take evidence under oath, and soud for 
persons and papers, for tho purpose of 
jenquiring into the whole matter, and re- 
porting thereon' to Hi3 Honor the Lieut. - 
Governor for publication." 

A number of ladios graced the Court- 
room with their presence. Mr. Robert- 
eon, Q. C, watched the case for tho pre- 
emp'tors.of the Island. Hon. Mr. Walkem, 
Attorney-General, occupied a seat by Mr. 
Robertson's side. Tho Member for Na- 
naimo took a soat at tho extreme bend of 
tho horseshoe table. Mr. Pooley, having 
boon apnointed Secretary to tho Commis- 
sion, occupied his usual placo. 

Chief Justico Begbio, Mr. Justice 
Crease, and Mr. Justice Gray, without 
their judicial robes, took theirseats on tho 
Bench at 12 m. 

Tho Chief Justico asked what tho Com- 
mission was to enquire into? If there 
were any charges they should bo reduced 
to writing as a basis for tho enquiry. 

Mr. Justico Gray said that tho cliargo 
^outlined in the resolution was so vague 
that there seemed to bo nothing to baso . 
an enquiry upon. A "Ring" is spoken of 
as having been formed to acquire Texa- 
da Island improperly. Now what mean- 
ing was to be attached to the word Ring? 
Perhaps tho hon. Attorney-General could 
atato. 

Mr. "Walkem rose to speak. 

Tho Chief Justico— I cannot sco tho 
Attornoy-Goneral. (A laugh.) 

Mr. WalkM— I am hero merely as a 
member of the Government to watch tho 
proceedings. 

Tho Chiof Justico said charges were 
made outaido as well as inside tho House, 
and might have been made the subject of 
u criminal information by any member 
of tho Government. If thoro Was any- 
thing illegal in tho manner in which tho 
Island was acquired, the fact might have 
been elicited before a Court of Law and 
this Oom mission would have been unne- 
cessary. It was now necessary to stato 
what tho Commission was to investigate. 

Mr. "Walkem said that tho resolution 
finally passed by tho Houso was moved 
by him; it called for tho appointment of 
tho Commission to investigate certain 
charges made by tho member for Nanai- 
ino with respect to tho pro-emption of 
Taxada Island, and ho would suggest 
that Mr. Robson bo called as the first wit- 
ness. 

Mr. Justico Crease, wanted to see tho 
object of the Commission placed in plain 
language. 

Mr. Walkom referred to tho term 
"Ring." 

- Tha Chief Justice said ho should like 
to have the charges formulated, A"Ring" 
meant a combination, and every company 
was a combination. He would like to 
know what was to bo inquired into. 

Mr. Justico Gray said that if Mr. Rob- 
Bon, as one of the public, wished to stato 
his charges under oath he could do so 
now. 

Mr. Walkem said that he and tho Chief 
Commissioner occupied rather an absurd 
position — thuy wero there to prove a ne- 
gative. 

After soino further remarks tho Chiof 
Justice said that Mr. Walkem's proper 
ffuirso was to have pursued tho publisher 
of The Colonist for libel. 

After a pause, 

Mr. Justice Gray — Has any man a 
eharge to rmiko against any other man ? 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Robson here rose and said he 
wished to niako a statement. As a mem- 
ber of lh« Lsgixlttturo ho had moved on 



tho 20th of February for a Royal Com- 
mission to enquiro into the circumstances 
by which Taxada Island was alienated 
from tho Crown. [He read from the offi- 
cial report of tho proceedings a resolu- 
tion, tho substance of which is given 
abovo.] This resolution gave rise to dis- 
oussion and several amondmonto, ono of 
which passed, and the original resolution 
fell to tho ground. Tho hon. Attornoy- 
Goneral then moved a suspension of tho 
rules to introduce arosolutiou [also given 
above | calling on tho Government to ap- 
point this Royal Commission. Mr, Rob- 
son then called tho attention of their 
Lordships to tho wording of tho procla- 
mation in tho Government Gazelle consti- 
tuting tho Commission, and claiinod that 
there was a marked inconsistency be- 
tween that and tho resolution, inasmuch 
as ho had stated in tho House that bo was 
"credibly informed" certain irregulari- 
ties had occurred and the proclamation 
alluded to his statements as "allega- 
tions." Ho (Mr. Robson) had objected 
to making charges in the House, and he ob- 
jected to the Attorney-General, with a 
dash of his oflicial pen, attributing words 
to him that ho had never uttered. , He 
nppoared bore, not as a prosecutor or an 
accuser, but as a member of tho commu- 
nity prepared to lay important evidence 
before the Commission, but ho did not 
wish to bo placod iu a false position. 

Mr. Walkem said that Mr. Robson bad 
not objected to tho suspension of the 
Standing Orders and had voted for tho 
resolution, too. 

Tho Chiof Justico and Mr. Justico 
Cray said that Mr. Robson had acted 
quite right in not running contrary to tho 
feeling of tho Houso. 

Mr. Robson said that such was his fool- 
ing. Ho was anxious to have an investi- 
gation and if ho had voted against tho re- 
solution of tho " Attorney-General he 
should have laid himself open to a charge 
of preventing inquiry. 

The Chief Justice and Judge Gray here 
compared tho proclamation with tho reso- 
lution, and remarked that the inconsisten- 
cy was quito apparent. 

Mr. Robson again said that he did not 
wish to act as an accuser; ho had refused 
to lake that position in tho Houso. 

Mr. Justice Gray — You said in tho 
Houso that you believed the information 
to bo truo. It now remains for you to go 
on and produco your evidence. 

The Chief Justice — You should pro- 
duce your •'credible witness," and let us 
hesr what he has to say. If you do not, 
we shall have to report. 

Mr. Robson wanted first to bo set right, 
snd then he would lay his evidence before 
tho Commission. Ho did not wiuh to be 
placed in a false position beforo tho 
House. He asked their Lordships if the 
Commission was in accordance with tho 
facts ? 

The Chiof Justice— No, it is not an ac- 
curate recital; you did say that you were 
"credibly informed" of the irregularities, 
and the Gazelle makes you say that you 
preferred charges. 

Mr. Justice Gray — You have taken care 
to establish beforo tho Commission that 
you did not make a charge in tho House, 
and if vour "credible witness" fails to 
prove what ho said, you will simply stand 
in the position of having been misinform- 
ed. , . 

Mr. Robson said that this point having 
been disposed of satisfactorily to him, ho 
: would ask if tho ordinary rules of evi- 
I denco would bo observed in this Court. 
For instance, if ho were to call a witness, 
could he treat him as an adverse witness? 

Tho Chief Justico replied that false 
swearing could bo punished an perjury; 
and that he was entitled to treat his own 
witnoss as hostile. 

Mr. Justicb Gray— They will bo our 
witnesses. Wo will take charge of them. 

Mr. Justice Crease read the law, uml 

Tho Chief Justico suggested that Mr. 
Robson should place somo specitlc charge 
in writing. 

Mr. Robson— I can't bo held responsi- 
ble for Hie wording of tho proclamation. 

The Chief Justioo— Oh, certainly not. 

Mr. Robson— I can't Eay who of tho lato 
or present Government aro involved — it 
may be ono or all. The resolution was 
purposely vague. 

After some further discussion, tho 
Chief Justice said that tho Commission 
would look upon Mr. Robson as an ami- 
cus curia to assist the Commission. He 
would act as battledore. (Laughter). 

Mr. Justice Gray— I hope you won't 
turn out to bo tho shuttlecock. (Laugh- 
ter). 

The next sitting of the Commission was 
thou lixed for Thursday at 12, m. 

From tho KT.W Coast- 

The steamer Otter, Capt. Lewis, arriv- 
ed from tho Northwest Coast Inst even- 
ing, bringing Messrs. Woodcock, Cun- 
ningham and King from Skeena, Rev. 
Fathers Foquot and Pcytavio and ft lay 
brother from the Mission at Measmalella- 
coola. Sho also brought down a quantity 
of cattle, pigs, etc., from St. Michael's 
Mission, which has been abandoned. Tho 
Otter touched at all tho H. R. Co.'b posts 
going and coming, and coalod atNannimo 
She brings no later news from the mines. 
Letters from Ominoca as late as February 
-It li state that the minors wore all leaving 
for Cassiar. The Otter took IB passen- 
gors from Woodcock's Landing to Cas- 
siar. Wo aro indebted to Mr. Elwyn for 
the usual memoranda, which is crowded 
out to-day. 

— An Ottawa 
correspondent, under date 7tu March, 
says: "Notico is given in the Canada Ga- 
ze'lte that His Excollonoy, by Order in 
Council dated 2nd inst., and under au- 
thority vested in him by tho Uh section 
of tho Customs Act, 31st Vie., cap 0, will 
approve of tho following interpretations 
in relation to tho admission (if Seine 
Twines and Root Felt, viz.: Fish-hooks, 
nets and seines, linos and twines, shall 
from that dato bo taken to mean fish- 
hooks, fishing nets and seines, and fishing 
lines and twines, and no other; and that 
it may bo competent for tho Collector nt 
any port of entry at which such goods 
aro imported, to call upon the importer 
to make oath to tho fact that such nols, 
seines, lines and twinos aro so imported 
for fishing purposes only before passing a 
free entry of such goods. Tho exempt- 
ions under the head of 'Felt for hats and 
hoots,' in tho tariff schedule 0, is oonsid- 
ored to extend and shall hereafter extend 
to an articlo called 'patent folt,' imported 
for tho manufacture of boots and shoos."

Saanioh Road 

Editor Colonist. — When tho estimates 
wero brought down last mouth, I noticed 
that thoro was an appropriation of £20,- 
000 mado for tho construction of roads 
in Victoria District, and in all probability 
that sum will bo expended this coming 
summer, as the Provincial Government 
seem confident iu bringing .their finan- 
cial Bohemo to a successful issuo with 
tho Dominion Government. Now, Mr. 
Editor, should this 620,000 bo forth-com- 
ing it will if judiciously used, improve 
our District roads to a considerable ox- 
tonfc. I also notice that our lato repre- 
sentative Mr. Bunster, asked for an ap- 
propriation of §3,500 for North Saanich, 
tho same to bo expended on tho East 
road from Ray's bridge to Macdonald's— 
the distance boing about three miles. It 
is truo that part of tho road is in a bad 
stato in winter, but then that portion of 
the country has no claim to such an ap- 
propriation at tho present time as tho 
majority of the residents aro now settlers 
and have at present but little usn for tho 
road. Thoro is no doubt that consider- 
able pressure was brought to bear on Mr. 
Bunstor beforo ho consented to ask for 
that amount. In South Saanich, from tho 
Royal Oak to tho Prairie Tavern, the 
distance being fully soven miles. Mr. 
Bunstor asked for an appropriation of 
only $1,500, a mere flea-bito for such an 
oxtent of road. 

Settlors havo lived along this road for 
the last thirteen years and are waddling 
through tho mud still, and in all proba- 
bility will be obliged to do so for another 
livo years unless tho appropriation is in- 
creased. Tho fact of the matter is this, 
the S3, 5 00 proposed for North Saanich 
should bo expended on tho South Saanich 
road instead of the 31,500, as tho tratlic 
on this portion of tho road amounts to 
considerable, and, besides, South Saanich 
is justly ontitled to it, as tho road named 
is a good many years tho oldest. As Mr. 
Beaven is endowed with considerable 
comprehensive ability, and takes interest 
in road making, ho will no doubt soo that 
it would bo uuadvisablo to endorse the 
policy of making good roads at both ends 
of tho District and leavo tho iniddlo of it 
in a miserable condition. 

I would also like to allude to tho now 
municipal road which is now in courao of 
construction at Elk Lake, and which is 
intended to take the placo of tho one that 
is now overflowed. It is not going to bo 
as lino a pieco of road as tho old one, it 
boing from 3 to -1 feet narrower, and in 
many places will not admit of two wagons 
passing each other, whilst nt each ond 
of the road, where the junction is formed, 
the turn is entirely too sharp and shauld 
bo altered. Tho city surveyor deserves 
credit for tho ingenuity displayed in mak- 
ing crooks and dodging them as though 
they wore roal ornaments; tho road in 
many places will bo ns straight as tho fig- 
uro two. 

Tho cost of this pieoe of road whon fin- 
ished will bo 31,000, whilst tho Govern- 
ment road cost more than 32,000, hence 
tho difference between tho two roads.

Australian News. 



Tho Bank of Adelaide's net profits for 
tho year amount to £32,800. A dividend 
at tho rato of ten per cent per annum was 
declared. The deposits of tho various 
banks havo increased by half a million 
during tho last year, 

Tho Palmer (Queensland) news is still 
favorable iu regard to gold, but vory nn 
favorablo as to supplies, which aro not 
procurable, or only procurable after the 
lapse of months. 

Dreadful gales havo boen experienced 
in several parts of Queensland. A tele- 
gram from Rockhampton states that in- 
formation was received from tho Peak 
Downs, and also from Toorila, to tho ef- 
fect that the gale extended to these locali- 
ties and Springsure, causing considerable 
damage to tho buildings, somo of which 
aro leveled to tho ground. 

For the year 1873 tho revenue of the 
colonyo f Victoria from customs and mis- 
cellaneous sources was, in round num- 
bers, XI, 251, 000, being an increase on the 
previous year of £135,200, and that of 
1872 of £708,000; showing a steady rise 
during the period of threo years. 

The work of railway extension in Aus- 
tralia goes merrily on, and there is every 
prospect of its continuance. Tho Com- 
missioner of Railways was constrained to 
promise a deputation which waited upon 
him that survey should bo made of an en- 
tirely new line through tho Upper Yarra 
country, leading to the towns, or rather 
villages, whieh skirt tho magnificent al- 
pine scenery of that district. 

Tho funeral of W. J.T. Clarke, tho 
great landholder, was largoly attended. 
He died tho owner of estates far exceed- 
ing a German principality in extent. In 
addition to his vast territories in Victoria 
and his town properties, ho owned about 
50,000 acres in Tasmania, 75,000 in South 
Australia, 50,000 in Now Zealand, and 
two or threo properties in Now South 
Walos. 

Entry of tlio Duke of Edin- 
burgh into London 

London, March 12th.— Tho Duke and 
Duchess made their formal entry into 
tho metropolis to-day. Tho programme 
was strictly carried out, though snow fell 
from tho beginning to the end of tho cere- 
monies. Tho procession moved shortly 
aftor noon from Paddlngton station, 
through Oxford and Regent streets to 
Buckingham Palace. Their Highnesses 
rodo in open carriages. Tho streets along 
tho route wero crowded with spectators, 
tho houses on both sides were liberally 
decorated, and the route was lined with 
soldiers and marines from tho station to 
tho palaco. Tho enthusiasm was great. 
On arrival at Buckingham Palaco, iu 
front of which an immense mass of spec- 
tators had gathered, tho Royal party np- 
poared uncovered upon tho balcony, and 
wero greeted with overy manifestation of 
loyalty and affection. 

LoNDON.March 13—5 a.m. — Tho crowds 
which witnessed tho procession yester- 
day wore at somo points so clenso and the 
prcsauro so great that several accidents 
occurred. A staging nt Charing Cross 
broke down, throwing thirty persons to 
the ground. Tho police report a num- 
ber of casualties during tho day, four 
killed and twenty-four injured.

The Queen's Speech ut tho Rcussembliiiff 
at PurlluiMoiit. 

London, March l'J. — Following is 
the Queen's Speech ou the opening of 
Parliament to-day: 

My Lords and Geutlcmon: — I recur 
to your advice nt the oiu-liest period 
permitted by arrangements conse- 
quent upon tho retirement of tho late 
Administration. My foreign relations 
continue most friendly, and I shall 
uot fail to exercise tho influence aris- 
ing from theso cordial ^relations for 
tho maintenance of European peace 
and tho faithful observance of inter- 
national obligations. 

The marriage of my son is a source 
of happiness to myself, and a pledge 
of friendship between tho two groat 
empires; Tho Ashantee war has ter- 
minated with tho capture and destru- 
ction of the capital, and negotiations 
aro pending which I trust may load to 
a more .satisfactory condition of affairs. 
Tho courage, discipline, and endur- 
ance of my forces, and the energy and 
skill evinced in the conduct of the ex- 
pedition have brilliantly maintained, 
under the most trying circumstances, 
the traditionary reputation of tho Bri- 
tish army. 

I deeply regret that a drought has 
affected tho most populous provinces 
of my Indian Empire, and produced 
extreme scarcity in some parts, 
amounting to actual famine over an 
area inhabited by many millions. I 
have directed the Governor-General of 
India to spare no cost in striving to 
mitigate the terrible calamity. 

Gentlemen of tho House 'of Com- 
mons: — Estimates of expenditures 
during tho coming financial year will 
be forthwith submitted. 

My Lords and Gentlemen: — The de- 
lay and expense attending the trans- 
fer of land in England has long beon 
folt as a reproach to our laws and a 
serious obstacle to dealing in real 
property. I trust that measure which 
will now be submitted for your consid- 
eration will be found calculated to re- 
move much of the evil which is com- 
plained of. 

_You will probably bo of opinion that 
the rearrangement of the judicature and 
tho blending of the administration of law 
and equity whieh wore effected in Eng- 
land by the enactments of tho last session, 
ought to bo extended to Ireland. You 
will bo asked to dovoto part of your time 
to the accomplishment of this. The 
groater part of these changes aro inappli- 
cable to tho tribunals in Scotland, but 
you will bo invitod to consider the most 
satisfactory modo of bringing procedure 
upon Soottish appeals into harmony with 
recent legislation. Among other measures 
relating especially to Scottish iulorests, is 
the bill for amending the law relating to 
land rights and facilitating the transfer 
of laud, whieh will bo laid before you. 

Serious remonstranco have been made 
by a largo class as to tho working of tho 
recent Act affecting tho relationship be- 
tween master and servant, tho Act of 1871 
dealing with offences connected with the 
trado and law of conspirators. On those 
subjects I um desirous, before attempting 
fresh legislation, that you should be in 
possession of all material facts and pre- 
cise quastions of tho controversy. For 
this purpose I have issued a Royal Com- 
mission of enquiry into tho stato aud 
working of the present laws, with a view 
to their early amendment, if found neces- 
sary. 

A bill will bo introduced, dealing with 
such parts of the Act regulating the sale 
of intoxicating liquors as have given rise 
to complaints, and appear to deserve the 
interference of Parliament. 

Your attention will also bo directed to 
tho laws affeoting friendly Provident 
Societies. 

These matters will require grave con- 
sideration, and I pray tho Almighty to 
guide your deliberations. 

Proceeding's of Parllumsnt..adtlrn» in Re- 
ply lo tin- Royal Speech. 

London, March 19.— In the House of 
Lords tho address in reply to the Royal 
Speech was moved by tiio Marquis of 
Lothlaau, and seconded by Earl Cardi- 
gan. 

An interesting debate followed. Tho 
Duke of Somerset, Liberal, sharply at- 
tacked Mr. Gladstone for listening to, if 
not encouraging, parties who favor a dis- 
memberment of the Empire. 

Earl Gray, Liberal, described the disso- 
lution of tho last Parliament as an act of 
political suicide, committed during tem- 
porary insanity. 

Lord Solborno briefly and eloquently 
defended Gladstono. 

Earl Derby, tho nowMinister of Foreign 
Affairs, in somo non-committal remarks 
on tho foreign policy of England, intimat- 
ed that the marriage of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh was of political importance. 

In the Houso of Commons there was a 
large attendance; tho galleries were 
crowded with spectators. Disraeli, upon 
entering, was greeted with cheers by 'his 
supporters. 

Anderson gave notice that on the 31st 
inst. he would call attention to tho fact 
that British subjeots had not yet received 
compensation for their losses in accord- 
ance with tho provisions of tho Treaty of 
Washington. 

When tho address in retponso to the 
Queen's speech, similar to that adopted 
by tho Lords, was moved, Torrens moved 
an amendment, declaring that Parliament 
is conscious of its obligations to speci- 
ally care for India, and assuring the 
Queen of tho interests with which it will 
c'onsidor measures to alloviato tho dis- 
tress thoro, and prevent a recurrence, 

Glatstone said he would not seek to 
place any obstruction in tho way of tho 
Government in tho treatment of India. 
Ho dopi eeated tho creation of tho Com- 
mission to inquire into tho relations be- 
tween employers and employed, but nnn- 
oludsd by promising to givo the new Gov- 
ornmont a fair trial. 

Disraeli objected to tho amendment of 
Torrens asliuopportune, and it was with- 
drawn. Tho address was then adopted 
and tho House adjourned. 

Thomas E. Taylor, Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster under tho new Gov- 
ernment, has been re-elooted to Parlia- 
ment from Dublin County.

Six thou- 
sand cards of admission, exclusively to 
French citizens, wero issued in the morn-

Mass and thanksgiving services wero 
celebrated, when the Duke of Patua ad- 
dressed the Prince in the name of tho 
peoplo of Franco, congratulating him on 
obtaining his majority. Tho Prince re- 
plied, thanking his countrymen for their 
faithful remembrance of the late Emper- 
or. In conclusion, ho said: "Despite tho 
confidence inspired by the loyalty of 
MoMahon, tho irresistible current of pub- 
lic opinion has pronounced in favor of a 
plebiscite. I am ready to accept its ver- 
dict." Groat enthusiasm was manifested. 
Tho Camden House was gaily decorated. 
Among prominent Frenchmen present 
wero Olliver, Rouher and tho Due do 
Graminout. 

London, March 17.— Ono hundred and 
seventeen pilgrims from Mecca were 
washed from the dock of the steamship 
Laeonia and drowned, during a terrific 
gale iu the Mediterranean.

BY-LAW 

To Regulate the Scale of Costs payable or to be taken 
in cases of Distress, under "The Municipality Act 
Amendment Act. 1873." 

BE IT ENACTED by the Mayor and Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, B.C., as fol- 
lows: 

In all cases of Distress for Taxes under the above- 
mentioned Act the costs shall be regulated, payable 
and taken according to the following scales: 

(a) Where tho sum shall not exceed S100— Warrant, 
$2 60; Man In Possession per day, f '2 fit). 

(b) Where the sum shall exceed $100— Warrant, $4; 
Man iu Possession per day, $•> tu. 

This By-law m»y boclted for all purposes as "The 
Distress Regulation By-law, 1874."

of 1873, as compared with 1B7'J, whilst the Expendi- 
ture of the year for relief of distress was considerably 
more than on the previous year. No Government 
Grant was rsceivod during 18711. 

During the year help was afforded In the caseB of 30 
persona or families, the relief being continued In some 
Instances (whore the oircumstsucea calle 1 for it) dur- 
ing severs! mouths, and the Relief Committee have 
good rraaon to believe thai the aid rendered has done 
good service and been applied with due regard to the 
objects the Society seeks to fulfil. 

Amongst tho number of those relieved during the 
past year were 'J widows with children, S tradesmen 
and 2 mechanics (with families) Whose reduced cir- 
eumstnnees had arisen through lllhealthor othrrmis- 
fortnne. Eleven indigent persons were assisted to 
reach their homes and friends, and the Society has 
in this renpect again to roniniend the owners of the 
mail steamer "Prince Alfred" for the readiness invari- 
ably shown by them to further the objects of the So- 
ciety. 

The I.silles Committee (organized and distributed 
over 10 districts, revering tho whole of the City) have 
proved most useful, and nave prevented much delay 
in the administration of assistance from time to time. 
One or two attempts at imposition have to be record- 
ed, which however were met and frustrated; but It is 
gratifying to know that the Society's help has been 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
shrank from making known their distress known. 

Ths jooil ohjsrts of tho Society are so broad and 
• oraprchenslTa in their shnrafter that they should 
•omniasd the sympathy and support of tho well dis- 
posed throaghontthe Province, and It is therefore 
hoped that the receipts of the present year may bo 
angmontedanlhat the usefulness! of the Society may 
not In say svont bo Jeopardized .
